“The holders of a large majori 
the capital stock of two rativend com: 
porations. authorized to construct 
maintain lines within the limits of the 
State of Minnesota, have organized a 
corporation in another State for the 
express purpose of consolidating the 
railway lines and property of such 
companies and evading and violating 
the laws of the State of Minnesota, 
which bear directly upon and give the 
State and its citizens certain rights 
and privileges in connection with the 
property owned and controlled by the 
railroads thus sought to be consolli- 


“If the State of Minnesota cannot 
avail itself of the original jurisdiction 
of this court to enforce its right, it 
cannot go into the State of New Jersey 
and ask the courts of that State to 
enforce its rights, because the same 
reasons urged against the jurisdiction 
of this court could be urged with equal 
force bef the courts of New Jersey. 

“The bill discléses that this consoli- 
dation embraces about 17,000 miles of 
railroad, furnishing nearly all the 
transportation facilities available to 
the people of seven different States of 
the Union, which sevef States embrace 
more than one-fifth of the entire area 
of the United States and nearly one- 
twelfth of its population. 

“While it is not a part of the duty 
of the State of Minnesota to enforce 
the rights of the citizens of any other 
State, and it does not seek to do so, we 
ask this court to turn to those facts of 
which it has a right to take judicial 
notice, and it will learn that six of 
these seven States, through which these 
roads pass, have constitutional or stat- 
utory inhibitions similar to the one 
which the State of Minnesota now 
seeks to enforce in this action. We re- 
fer to this only for the purpose of dis- 
closing the far-reaching effect of this 
tremendous consolidation. If the State 
of Minnesota cannot maintain this ac- 
tion, we fail to see how it is possible 
for any State to enforce remedial stat- 
utes adopted for the protection of the 
interests of its citizens, as well as to 
protect its individual rights. 

“If what is attempted to be done 
here can be successfully accomplished, 
the States of this Union are powerless 
to enforce such statutes. The national 
government, under its present constitu- 
tional limitations, can enact no legisia- 
tion which will protect State commerce 
and State traffic against such monopo- 
listic consolidation as is referred to in 
this bill. The only practical way the 
State can protect itself is by the adop- 
tion of legislation of the character 
sought to be enforced in this action, 
and the only tribunal in which that 
can be enforced under the ¢Circum- 
stances disclosed in this bill is the one 
to which we now appeal. 

“It seems to us there is a controversy 
between the State of Minnesota and the 
defendant corporation—a citizen of the 
State of New Jersey—which, under the 
constitutional provision referred to, en- 
titled the State of Minnesota to the 
privilege of the Jjurisdiction of 
court; in fact, this is the only judicial! 
tribunal in which the State of Minne- 
sota can well assert its claim and pre- 
sent its controversy against the de- 
fendant.” 

GUTHRIE'S ARGUMENT.

acquire the stock of a parallel or com- 
peting company, it may be said that the 
Act of 1881 omits all reference to ‘man- 
agers,” and that this subsequent act 
implied that they repealed the prior 
act which covered exactly the same 
subject matter. At any rate, these 
gentienien and numerous others, whose 
names are mentioned in the bill of com- 
plaint, are not parties to this suit. Their 
rights cannot be adjudicated or their 
acts enjoined in their absence. They 
were omitted because to make residents 
of Minnesota parties defendant would 
have ousted the court of jurisdiction. 
It would strike the court as a novel 
proposition that the legal right of the 
Northern Securities Company to ac- 
quire and hold property under the laws 
of New Jersey is to be tested and de- 
termined by the individual character or 
relations of one or more of her stock- 
holders or directors.”

MUNN IN CONCLUSION. 


Concluding the argument for the 
State of Minnesota, M. D. Munn said 
that the law in controversy had been 
adopted to protect the State against 
the consolidation of railway lines which 
had been constructed by State aid. He 
called attention to the fact that the 
act not only prohibits the consolidation 
of railroad companies, but also of rall- 
road franchises and etocks. He con- 
tended that the act was framed to pro- 
vide a remedy, not only to the State 
in its individual capacity, but also to 
the citizens of the State in their in- 
dividual capacity as well. In fact, 
the act was a part of the charter con- 
tract when the railroad corporations 
came into the State. Consequently, the 
State of Minnesota could enforce it at 
any place.

Justice Shiras asked what the effect 
on the management of the two roads 
would be if the injunction prayed for 
should be granted, and Munn replied 
that the control would revert to the 
original stockholders. 

In reply to Chief Justice Fuller and 
Justice Harlan, he said it would be im- 
possible to secure relief In the State 
courts, as it would be impossible to 
get jurisdiction, the Securities Com- 

y having no resident representa- 
tive in Minnesota. ~Furthermore, he 
assumed that the directors of the two 
rafiroade would obey the dictates of 
the Securities Company, as the ‘slave 
would obey the commands of his mas- 
ter. 

When Munn concluded, the court 
took the application under advisement. 


AGREED TO MAINTAIN RATES. 


WESTERN RAILROAD CHIEFS. 
(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—( Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The western railroad presi- 
dents have signed an agreement to 
maintain freight rates on east-bound 
and south-bound freight traffic, which 
is in some respects stronger than ary 
document yet subacribed to by rail- 
road men. This agreement is the re- 
sult of recent conferences held in Chi- 
cago and St. Louis. It provides that 
the rates actually made shall be pub- 
lished from time to time, and that no 
railroad company shall, upon any pre- 
tence, grant concessions to shippers. 
It is further stipulated that packing- 
house representatives shall cease their 
efforts to secure reduced rates from 
Miseouri River points to Atlantic 
Coast and Gulf points. 

The Gould roads, Harriman roads, 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and 8t. Paul, 
the Chicago and Northwestern, which 
is controlled by the Vanderbilits; the

HUNTINGTON'S “SCENIC LINE” A 


Will Save a Great Amount of Money 
in Helper-engine Service, but May 
Cause. Shivers to Passengers in the 
Great Salt Lake. 


fRY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SALT LAKE (Utah) Jan. 27. 
sive Dispatch.] The Southern Pacific 
is apparently to build its Ogden-Lucin 
cut-off after all, judging from informa- 
tion received direct from the San Fran- 
cisco office today. It will, in many re- 
spects, be the most remarkable piece 
of railroad work in the country. Thir- 
ty-two miles of it will run “directly 
across the north neck of the Great Salt 
Lake, and will cost, it is estimated, 
$6,500,000. It will be a trestle, road for 
the entire distance, save to miles, 
which will be over a rock promontory 
jutting down into the lake. The water 
averages about thirty feet in depth. 
Not even the road's own local engi- 
neers have ever believed this cut-off 
would be built, though it is known to 
have been a pet scheme of the late C. 
P. Huntington, who believed the pic- 
turesque possibilities of a transconti- 
nental line over America’s Dead Sea 
would attract immense tourist travel 
as well as make a much easier grade, 
and save a vast sum spent each year 
in helper-engine service. While the peo- 
ple of Utah concede the picturesque 
claims of the cut-off, it is apparent to 
all that the dangers of running trains 
over a body of water such as the Great 
Salt Lake are very many. The thought 
of two passenger trains colliding miles 
from shire in thirty feet of water, of a 
salt density that means instant stran- 
guiation, is not on its face a very 
strong inducement to passenger travel. 


Some weeks ago, what was considered 
official knowledge came to Salt Lake 
City that the Southern Pacific had 
abandoned the Ogden-Lucin cut-off for 
the Salt Lake-Lucin cut-off. It is 
known that that route had been care- 
fully surveyed and favorably reported 
upon. The natural conclusion wag that 
it would be the one chosen. It runs 
about the south end of the lake over 
a country almost fioor ievel, where 
rights of way. can be had for the filing.

Finally a motorman of one of the de-
